Ryuku Islands 

The Ryukyu Islands are a string of Islands that stretch from the large southwest- 
ern island of Japan, Kyushu all the way to Taiwan. The native population have a 
diverse history with equally diverse dialects of the Ryukyuan language. The is- 
lands were absorbed into Japan but they considered the local natives to be bar- 
barians. The island chain was a major route from Japan to China for centuries. 
Today the islands are known for the longevity of the population and the near ab- 
sence of cancer. 


There are several interesting sites in the island chain. Shuri Castle is the most 
famous and is a UNESCO World Heritage Site. A second castle, Nakagusuku is 
also a UNESCO World Heritage Site. Other castles include Katsuren and Naki- | ~ 


jin. Nakagusuku Castle 


Okinawa is the largest island, the fifth largest island in Japan, and is well known 
to those who study WWII history. It was the scene of the bloodiest battle in the 
Pacific. The conflict between 164,000 Japanese, about 86,000 regulars, the rest 
local Ryukyu people drafted by Japan, including children, and over 103,000 US 
soldiers, 88,000 were Marines. The battle lasted 82 days with 95,000 Japanese 
soldiers and 20,200 Americans killed. In all, almost 150,000 Okinawans were 
killed, close to one quarter of their population. There is a monument, the Corner- 
stone of Peace, as well as a museum commemorating the battle. 


Cornerstone of Peace 


After WWII the island chain was occupied by the United States and served as a 
strategic base for the region. The US returned the islands to Japan in 1972 but 
kept several bases on the island of Okinawa including Air Force, Marines, and 
CIA. It played a key role in the Korean and Vietnam wars. 


Currently there are 50,000 US military in Japan along with 40,000 dependants 
and 5,500 civilian workers employed by the US. More than half of the US mili- 
tary, 26,000 are stationed on Okinawa. 62% of the US bases are also located 
there. What is interesting is over 1,200 nuclear warheads were housed on the 
island. Recently the US is taking efforts to move the bases out of the most popu- 
lated areas in the southern portion of the island. 


One of the most intriguing points in Japanese history is how the nation moved 
from an imperial government with the emperor being god into the modern era 
and less than a century ago. Furthermore, Japan has become a world leader in 
manufacturing and production in that same time period. Looking at the castles 
we see that they are a highly industrious people, and they make good radios too! Ee
